Stoop labor. in celery har- 
vesting, has been eliminat- 
ed through the ingenuity of 
the Glades Farm equipment 
maintenance experience. 

Vernie Boots who was 
one of the shop men at 
Wedgworth's Farm to de- 
sign and build the first so- 
called "Mule-Train" celery 
harvester, has designed and 
built a complementary unit 
working at the front of the 
ordinary harvester that cuts 
the stalk, aids in stripping 
and conveys it to the topping 
belt. 

A tempered sharpe. blade 
is pushed by the forward 
movement of the machine at 
a controllable height above 
the ground to cut the stalk, 
as it is gripped by a set of 
belts. Metal prongs at pre- 
set distance apart, and par- 
allel with the ground pass 
on' each side of the stalk on 
its angled rise to topping- 
belt level to strip surplus 
stems. 

The machine shown here 
has cutters in front for ten 
rows, and travels at the rate 
of 10 to 12 feet per minute; 
the "mule-train" normally 
travels at five to six feet 
per minute, with 20 cutters 


(stoop labor) in front. So, 
the mechanical cutter tra- 
velling at twice the speed 
of the original machine, cuts 
as many rows per day as 


the old machine. 
Presently Mr. Boots is 
building at Wedgworth's 


the second cutter which will 
eliminate the ten men now 
necessary to remove the 
stalks from the gripper con- 
veyor, so that gripping con- 
veyor belts will deliver the 
stalk to the topping belt. 


The finished machine it 
is anticipated will cut ten 
rows at a time partially 
strip and deliver to the top- 
ping belt a« much celery as 
the present machine (2500 
to 3,000 crates per day) and

People with simi- 
lar attitudes, emotions, and ideas 
form a "class." 

The experiences stored in the 
brain are provided by the exter- 
nal environment. The environment 
of man is a constant struggle to 
produce the necessities of life in a 
hostile world. Survival demands 
à constant battle to provide food, 
clothing, shelter, and transporta- 
lion. It is this environment of 
struggles for production which 
Marx believes created man and 
Man is therefore the 
creation of economic forces. He 
is economically determined 

BOURGEOISIE 

Marx then stated that the pre- 
vailing system of production “сар- 
italism" provided two environ- 
ments for the children as they 
were born. One environment was 
foínd among those people who 
Owned the means of production. 
This environment provided one set 
of experiences resulting in simi- 
lar brain structure and therefore 
similar attitudes, emotions, and 
ideas. Their economic and social 
environment formed them into a 
class. The name Marx gave to the 
class of ownership of the means 
of production was the Bourgeoisie. 

THE PROLETARIAT 

The second environment was 
that which surrounded those who 
labored and used the productive 
tools owned by the bourgeoisic. 
Their sole asset was their labor 
power which they sold for wages,

A deluge of highly com- 
plementary reviews have 
heralded the publication of 
this book, by the author of 
THE GUNS OF AUGUST, 
winner of the Pulitzer Prize 
for General Non-fiction in 
1962. Concentrating on the 
society, rather than the state 
the book deals with the 
quarter of a century leading 
up to World War |I. 

Barbara Tuchman jportrays 
European and American s0- 
ciety in two decades With 
dexterity, and style. This is 
authentic history that reads 
like a very good novel. Very 
good, indeed.

Per capita giving was a 
record $168 — an increase 
of $7.62 over the previous 
high mark in 1964. Giving 
for all purposes reached 
$59,600,000 — an increase 
of $14,138,000 over the pre- 
ceding year. 

The church had a net gain 
of 6,554 members last year 
to bring the national mem- 
bership to 353,824. Nazar- 
enes in churches overseas 
increased to a total of 68, 
694 to bring the world mem 
bership to 424,518. 


son,. general secretary, also 
showed that Nazarenes open 
ед ‘опе new church a week 
in 1965. The 52 new church 
es organized brought the to- 
tal number of churches to 
4,887. 

The stewardship gain ap- 
parently assures the Naz- 
arene church of remaining 
in first place in the nation 
in per capita giving among 
all major denominations 
with 100,000 or more mem- 
bers.

Is Free Speech 
The Real Issue?

Did man come from mon- 
keys — or apes — or ape- 
like creatures in the dim, 
dark ages of the past? 

This is a question which 
has engaged the attention of 
many scientists and other 
men over a period of years. 

The latest battlegorund in 
this controversy is an Ark- 
ansas courtroom, where the 
Arkansas Education Asso- 
ciation has launched an at- 
tack on a law in that state 
which forbids the teaching 
of the evolutionary theory 
in schools which are sup- 
ported by public funds. 
CREATION PLUS 
EVOLUTION? 

Mrs. Susan Epperson 
teacher, is the nominal 
plaintiff in the case. Mrs. 
Epperson says that she be- 
lieves that "God created the 
world and all in it," but she 
also accepts the evolution- 
ary theory ol the origin of 
species. 

The Bible says thet God 
created the animals that in- 
habit the earth and that He 
said, "Let the earth bring 
forth the living creature af- 
ter his kind — cattle, and 
creeping things, and beast 
of the earth after his kind. 
And it was so.” 

We all know that . each 
species of animal does re- 
produce "after his — kind, 
"but many also believe that 
new species have come into 
being by the process of evo- 
lution, 

However, the evolution- 
ary theory is not unanimous- 
ly accepted, even among sci- 
entists and college profes- 
sors, For example, Dr. C. 
Theodore Schwarze, who 
was for many years a pro- 
fessor at New York Univer- 

ty, was listed in several 

Who" publications, 
and waa fellow of the 
American ciation for 
the Advancement of Scien- 
ce, has declared, “There is 
not an iota of proof for evo- 
lution.” 

In the view of many, the 
similarities in physical struc 
ture, between lower ani- 
mals and man, can be easily 
accounted for by recogniz- 
ing that all were made by 
the same Designer. 
FREEDOM OF 
SPEECH? oe 

The Epperson fase report- 
edly will be based on the 
"freedom of speech" pro- 
vision in the First Amend- 
ment, the contention being 
that freedom of speech is 
denied the teacher who is 
not permitted to teach what- 
ever he or she wishes to 
teach in the Arkansas 
schools 

At first glance, this might 
appear to be a valid claim. 

But, if the contention is 
carried to its logical con- 
clusion, a teacher who be- 
lieved that two plus two 
equal twenty-two ought al- 
so to be permitted to teach 
his students the kind of 
mathematics which he held 
to be correct. 

A teacher who believed 
that the sun moved around 
the earth should also be al- 
lowed to teach this to his 
students, on the same basis 
of freedom of speech. 

Don't the people of Ar- 
kansas have some right to 
contro] what their children 
are to be taught? 


Mrs. Epperson should be 
free to say what she wish- 
es — and she is — outside 
of the classrooms. But in- 
side the classroom, when she 
is being paid by the tax- 
payers, she has — it seems 
to me — an obligation to 
keep her teaching within 
the bounds set by her em- 
ployers.

Potted Orchids 


Potting is not a problem 
in orchid culture. 

Mcst orchid plants need 
repotting about every two 
years, They are grown in 
osmunda fiber, roots of a 
fern native to moist lands 
of the east coast, says Dr. 
E. W. McElwee, chairman 
of the Department of Orna- 
mental Horticulture with 
the state's Agricultural Ex- 
periment Stations. 

He points out that the 
tough wiry osmunda fibers 
do not break down very ra- 
pidly and because of this 
are an ideal potting medium 
When potting, the bottom of 
the pot is covered with bro- 
ken crock with osmunda fi- 
ber on top of it. 

The orchid plants are then 
set in the pot and more os- 
munda fiber is packed a- 
round them to hold them in 
place, 

Many growers today are 
using one of the many new 
bark media for potting or- 
chids. They simplify potting 
because they'er easier to 
handle than osmunda. 

If you use bark, pour a 
small amount into the pot. 
Then set the plant in place. 
Pour in more bark, packing 
it around the roots as you 
would w soil The bark

There are no funds for 
any new street construction 
in South Bay this year. 

The commissioners learn- 
ed that the financial picture 
was not too dark, although 
there was по ‘fat’ at all in 
the budget, with some taxes 
still to be collected. If re- 
venue should exceed bud- 
get expectations, it should 
be held by the city to pay 
bond obligations, 

Mr. Craig, City Adminis- 
trator, reported that the en- 
gineers have not been able 
to come up with an accurate 
method of measuring the 
mount of water actu 
pumped by the city. 
present method of estima 
ing the amount of water 
treated and pumped is bas- 
ed on the rated capacity of 
the pumps which is not ac- 
curate, but using these fig- 
ures the auditor commented 
that there was a loss of ap- 
proximately 212 million gal- 
lons of watre, or about 25% 
of the total amount pumped. 
Part of this loss is to be 
expected due to the break- 
ing-in of a new system, stat- 
ed Mr. Bookman, and added 
that if the city could cut 
water losses to ten percent 
it wuold have a very good 
system. 

The city adopted a con- 
tract with Russel and Axon, 
consulting engineers, for 
advance planning for storm 
water drains and street con- 
struction under Public Law 
560, Housing and Home 
Finance Agency.
